UN MEMBERSHIP FOR GUINEA-BISSAU- 

AMB BENNETT SEPARATELY ARGUED TO SC PRES PEREZ DE CUELLAR 
(PERU) AND COSTA RICAN REP SALAZAR THAT PREMATURE APPLICATION 
BY GUINEA-BISSAU FOR UN MEMBERSHIP WOULD LEAD TO CONTROVERSY 
AND TEND DISRUPT CURRENT NEGOTIATIONS. SC PRES REPORTED 
G-B OBSERVER SEMEDO TOLD HIM HE WAS CONSIDERING MAKING 
APPLICATION LATER HALF OF JULY, BUT HAD NOT APPROACHED MATTER 
WITH URGENCY. PEREZ COMMENTED HE TOOK "PASSIVE" ATTITUDE

OUTER SPACE COMITE- 

IN P.M. JULY 5, COMITE CONSIDERED REPORT OF DBS WORKING GROUP. 
CONVENING ANOTHER SESSION OF WG IN 1975 WAS FAVORED BY CANADA. 
AUSTRIA, AUSTRALIA, INDIA. ARGENTINA, EGYPT, KENYA, SWEDEN, 
BELGIUM AND INDONESIA. AND OPPOSED BY USSR AND GDR. BLACK

AND AUSTRALIA. DURING DEBATE, AUSTRIAN REP SUGGESTED COMITE 
ENDORSE PROPOSALS OF UN EXPERT IN CHARGE OF SPACE 
APPLICATIONS. MURTHY, CONCERNING UN SPACE APPLICATIONS PROGRAM
